Present Status 
Before the League of Nations Committee on Status of Women. 


URING the recent election in Massachusetts, the 
majority in many districts voted favorably on a 
referendum requesting state legislators to enact laws 
barring married women from jobs in public service. 
This evidence of intolerance on the part of Massa- 
chusetts, with its Plymouth Rock, where the Pilgrim 
Fathers first set foot on a soil they dedicated to free- 
dom, comes as a shock to women. 


The striking illustration of the trend toward depriv- 


ing women of their gains should be sufficient proof 
that there is immediate necessity for an amendment 
to the Federal Constitution, guaranteeing them an 
equal status with men under law. The purpose of a 
Constitution is to make secure a form of Government, 
and under a democracy a Constitution stands between 
citizens and a variable public opinion constantly 
swayed by prejudices of the moment. Were this not 
so, no class of citizens would be safe from the whims 
of other classes, nor would our democracy be safe. 


It is inconceivable that Massachusetts with its 
Colonial and Revoluntionary War traditions, should 


ask that citizens, from whom the state collects taxes, 


be excluded from jobs their taxes help support. 


It was citizens of Massachusetts, who years ago 

proclaimed: “Taxation without representation is tyr- 
rane) and cast into Boston harbor cases of tea with 
the unjust tax. Now, it is citizens of Massachusetts 
who demand taxes from women citizens and ask that 
they be barred from holding jobs for which their taxes 
pay, if they marry men who have jobs of any descrip- 
tion “adequate for their support.“ Who is to determine 
and by what right? Are married women to be 
prohibited from bettering the condition of them- 
selves and their families, if they so desire and are 
capable of so doing? Men are not so prohibited. Does 
Massachusetts no longer value freedom and liberty? 
Do those whose ancestors became Minute Men in a 
Revolution to free themselves from oppression, now 
desire to oppress one class of citizens? 


The referendum did not consider barring from 
public office men whose wives are employed. News- 
paper reports do not state that the legislation asked 
shall apply only to a wife, whose husband is on the 
public payroll, but on any payroll. 


Edith Bartlett Conway, chairman of the National 
Woman’s Party Massachusetts Branch, says: “Let us 


not confuse our economic problems with our freedom.” 


A comparatively small proportion of women in 
Massachusetts hold positions in the public service, 
and if all of them were discharged, it would not be a 
drop in the bucket in solving the economic problem. 
At what then is this reactionary and undemocratic 
move aimed? Are there at work in the United States 
the identical forces that have deprived women in some 
foreign nations of the gains of a century? 


Democracy is at stake! It is as important to our 
democracy as it is to women that the proper safeguards 


be thrown around our form of Government, if we want 


to keep it. Citizens whose rights are protected and 
who are dealt with justly, seldom turn to alien philos- 
ophies of government in preference to their own. 

Women of the United States should profit by the 
experience of their sisters in other lands, avoiding 
their mistakes of apathy and procrastination. There 
must be in the Constitution of the United States an 
Amendment guaranteeing that “Men and women shall 
have equal righ hts throughout the United States and 
every place su ject to its jurisdiction.”

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Sliding Backward From The Beginning 


By Ethel Ernest Murrell 


¶ EDITOR’S NOTE: Ethel Ernest Murrell is a native of Wyoming, a lawyer and lecturer.

She is devoting much 
of her time to a campaign to equalize the laws of Florida at the 1939 session of the Florida 
legislature. Mrs. Murrell is Chairman of the Florida Branch, National Woman's Party. 


W YOMING, named by the Indians: “land where 
the mountains lie down to make a habitation for 
man,” is the state which is enshrined in the feminine 
consciousness as the first to give the vote, freely and 
unasked, to women. But Wyoming, I discovered on my 
recent trip to that most. beautiful of states, is slipping. 
Slowly but surely her women have grown apathetic. 
Lulled by their possession of a set of laws which are 
among the most liberal in the world, the women of 
Wyoming have lowered guard a little. Consequently, 
such ordinances as one forbidding married women to 
teach in the Wyoming schools (introduced time after 
time and killed in the State Legislature) have, never- 
theless, been put in force by many local schools, led 
by the example of the State University at Laramie. 


The Statutes of Wyoming read: “A married woman 
shall be enabled to enter any kind of business and con- 
duct it as freely as though she were single.” Still, the 
moment she marries, she will lose her position as 
a teacher in the University of- Wyoming. 

It is the greater pity when one remembers that from 
the rostrum of the auditorium in the old main building 
of that same University, Carrie Chapman Catt, a few 
years back, arose to congratulate and thank the people 
of Wyoming for their liberal attitude toward women. 


In Laramie, the first woman Justice of the Peace 
held office. Women have voted there so long, and man- 
aged their affairs, that freedom is as natural to them 
as to breathe the fine, pure, western air. Yet, the mo- 


ment that Wyoming became a state, she repealed an 


edict giving women equal jury duty with men, and 
wrote as a qualification of a juror: “A juror shall be 


a male,” et cetera. Nor, so far as I know, has an 


aggregate voice of women arisen to protest this. Per- 
haps they felt with all their other privileges they could 
afford to pass up jury duty. But be that as it may, the 
next step has been taken to undo the work of liberty, 
and married women have been ousted from the schools! 


I personally know of one woman whose work in 
dramatics in the University won her national acclaim. 
She fostered and nursed her department until she 
brought it into growth. A huge rock valley, to the east 
of Laramie, takes its name from a pageant named and 
written by this woman. Yet, because she was also a 
wife and mother, and for no other reason, Mable Land 
DeKay was ousted from her ition of years stand- 
ing, when the school board ruled against women. 

It was my privilege this summer to talk with Mary 
Bellamy, whose work for women in the early days of 
Wyoming is well known. She explained to me that 


when Wyoming came into the sisterhood of states, the 


California code was partially adopted. The community 
property act, however, was omitted from the Statutes 
of the fledgling state. As a result, Wyoming women 
were left with no dower from the Common Law, no 
right of descent and distribution as laid down by the 
Spanish, and, in short, with no rights of inheritance 
in their husbands’ property. Together with a handful 


of determined women, Mary Bellamy decided this 


wrong must be righted. She was elected to the Legis- 


lature of Wyoming, where she sponsored, and put 


through, a bill giving each spouse a reciprocal right 
of inheritance in the other’s property—‘“one-half to 
go upon the death of either to the surviving spouse.” 

Bellamy was responsible, during her career, 
for many another piece of liberal legislation that 
would have gone a-begging, had there been no women 
there to help it toward success. I am proud that even 
in those days of pioneering, when men so needed and 


valued the presence of good women that they were will- 


ing to concede much to obtain it, no unfair advantage 
was sought nor wanted by the women. 


“Equality” was all they asked then, as now—the 


right to freedom as citizens, sharing the rights and 
responsibilities of the community with their men. Mrs. 
Bellamy is still interested in women’s rights, and 
assures me she will make every effort to stem the 
present backward trend: Let us hope the rest of the 
citizenry will arouse itself, 

This prairie state, Wyoming, is entitled to the most 
fervent thanks of women throughout the nation and 
the world. Wyoming led the way toward equality. She 
must now keep her balance, refusing to slip backwards. 
Under Wyoming laws, a woman, married or single, is 
entitled to all the privileges of an adult and equal citi- 
zen. In only two instances does Wyoming fail. First— 
the jury duty denial is a law, a law of old standing 
which should be repealed. Second—the “married- 
women-shall-not-teach act,” which has so far been un- 
able to attain the status of a law, but it is the more 
dangerous of the two, and it is on its way. I am firmly 
convinced that a determined woman, having lost her 

ob to the sniveling, medieval ruling of a local school 
rd, could have this ruling declared illegal if she 

would only go to court about it. So far, no one has 

brought a test case. How I wish they would! 

Wyoming is a country of far-sigh ess. Standing 
on the great plains, one sees the ice-tipped mountains, 
eight miles away, as clearly as though they stood just 
over the front gate. Wyoming laws, and practices, 
have in general shown the same clear vision. Let us 
hope they will permit no backward trend to take away 
rey roud — tradition that has been the birthright 
of the state

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Mary Pickford Purchases Seals 


Mary Pickford, long the idol of the American screen, 
and a member of the National Woman’s Party, on 
November 16 in her suite at the Carlton Hotel, Wash- 
ington, D. C., purchased 1,000 Equal Rights Seals for 
her personal use and that of her business associates. 
This was the initial sale in the District of Columbia 
campaign. 


An ardent feminist, Miss Pickford, who came to 
Washington to address the Women’s National Press 
Club, said: “I am convinced more than ever before 
that it is necessary in these unsettled times that we 
do everything possible to safeguard our democracy. 
Until women citizens share it to the same extent men 
enjoy it, our democracy is not complete. I believe we 
should extend democracy to women.” 


Referring to the seals, she said, These seals are 
— the seed. I hope the campaign will be a suc- 
cess. It must succeed because it is right. It proclaims 
a principle in which I believe.” 


Miss Pickford purchased her seals from Alma Lutz, 
of Boston, national chairman of the Seal Campaign; 
Helen Hunt West, of the National committee; Marie 
Moore Forrest, Chairman of the Woman’s Party Dis- 
trict Branch; Vera Johnson, Chairman of the Govern- 
ment Workers Council, and Birsa Shepard, who is 
helping to promote the sale in the District.

Dinner At Alva Belmont House 


Marie Moore Forrest, chairman of the District of 
Columbia Branch, National Woman’s Party, presided 
at a dinner meeting sponsored by the branch and given 
in the Coach House of Woman’s Party National Head- 
quarters on the evening of November 17.

McCullen, Sr., for the short term, which will end when 
Congress convenes on January 3, will never be seated 
unless there is a special session before that time, which 


is not likely. Her name, however, appears on the door 


of Room 362, Senate Office Building, as United States 
Senator. 


Senator Hattie Caraway, of Arkansas, Democrat, 


won re-election, as did also Representative Mary T. 


Norton, Democrat, New Jersey; Representative Edith 
Nourse Rogers, Republican, Massachusetts, and Repre- 
sentative Caroline O’Day, Democrat, of New York.
